THEODORE ROOSEVELT 


The R egister has 
recently 
com­ 
pleted a review of Theodore 
Roose 
velt’s record as president, under the 
general 
title, 
‘‘C atching 
up 
W ith 
Roosevelt,” by Judson C. W elliver, in 
M unsey’s Magazine. 


H ere is a brief review of his public 
career prior to his 
president: 


As a mem ber of the New York as­ 
sembly his record was so adm irable 
that later, while he was on his ranch 
in North Dakota, he was nominated by 
the Republican party for the m ayor­ 
alty of New' York city. 
Puring the six years In which he 
acted as civil service com m issioner at 
W ashington he raised the work of the 
Commission from a theoretical to a 
practical im portance and brought ii 
into national prominence. 
During his 
adm inistration 
more 
than 
thousand positions for governm ent em ­ 
ployes were removed from the realm 
of political patronage and added to 
the classified service depending 
on 
merit only. 
As police comm issioner of New York, 
he enforced the law without partiality, 
purified the pollee force and raised its 
standards so that its members became 
self-respecting and real guardians of 
the law. 
As A ssistant Secretary of the Navy 
he infused vigor and life into th at de­ 
partm ent. 
It was owing chiefly to his 
efforts that when the war with Spain 
came on our ships were manned and 
provided, and our flee's were ready 
for die services which won the sur­ 
prise and adm iration of European na­ 
tions. 
It was during this period that 
lie began the work of revivifying the 
na/y and adapting if to modern condi­ 
tions which he carried out so success­ 
fully during his term as chief execu­ 
tive.
